WIND AND BAIN. 


Hoi'KF' tim, Juuo 26.—The great storm 
that swept over this city and the neigh­ 
boring towns on Saturday did serious 
damage, but maiuly to market gardens, 
including small fruit orchards. 
Mr. E. 
H. Skinner estimated the loss on his ap­ 
ples and cherries at $1,000.. Mr. W. II. 
Lester, who resides about a mile from 
this city to the northeast, aud has beeu 
known for a number of years as the 


largest grower in the 
county 
iii 
vegetables for the daily market, estimates 
his loss at the lowest figure as $2,000 Iii 
a large number of places throughout the 
county barns and buildings were blown 
down or struck by lightning and burned 
with their entire contents. Beports from 
the northern part of tho county are com­ 
ing into town daily, aud the farmers have 
suffered great loss. 


Koumiss. 
Tho Tartars and some other equestrian 
tribes, from timo immemorial it is said, 
have practiced tho ort of brewing a sort 
of boer from mare’s milk ; and in later 
times they havo learned how to distill 
this beer and procure from it a very po­ 
tent brandy. 
Koumiss is the native 
name of tho mare’s milk beer, and rack 
or rocky of tho koumiss brandy. 
This 
koumiss has at times become celebrated 
among enlightened people as a health 
reviver—a fact, by the way, not at all 
extraordinary, aud not necessarily de­ 
pendent ui>on any good quality of tho 
koumiss. 
The regular doctors aud tho 
standard medicines tail us so often that 
we must not he too severe on the 
afilicted, who, iu their despair, resort to 
quacks and the outlandish devices of the 
barbarians. 
The following account of the prepara­ 
tion of koumiss by the Tartars is on tho 
authority of a memoir by Dr. Grieve, 
in 1788, to the Royal Society of Edin­ 
burgh. 
Take auy quantity of mare’s 
milk, dilute it with a sixth of water, pour 
it into a w ooden vessel, aud add us a fer­ 
ment al>out one-eighth of very sour mjik, 
or better, of old koumiss, cover the ves 
eel with a thick cloth and keep it at a mod­ 
erate temperature. After standing twen­ 
ty-four hours, a thick coagulum rises to 
the top, which must 1x5 well mixed in by 
beating and churning. 
After reposing 
for another day, it is again stirred till it 
becomes quite homogeneous, and in this 
state it forms the new koumiss, which 
has an agreeable sweetish acescent taste. 
Koumiss kueps well, and like other beers 
and wines, with prosier care, improves 
with age in taste and becomes more alco­ 
holic. 
It is often preserved and transported 
in bottles made from horse-skin; a corn­ 
icle bottle is made from the skin of the 
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Iind-quarter, the leg forming tho neck 
of the bottle. 
We understand that it is 
the practice of some of the trills to pre­ 
pare koumiss in th** tiLiu. bottles by sim­ 
ply filling up the U Jtle with fresh milk 
as fast as the koumiss is consumed, 
lf 
the rate of using aud filling up be prop­ 
erly regulated, a pretty uniform product 
would be secured, but of course it would 
be a sort of “ ’alf and ’alf.” 
It is to be understood that mare’s 
milk is the basis of the genuine kou­ 
miss, and no doubt genuine koirtniss has 
a taste and odor i>eculiur to and charac­ 
terist^ of mare’s milk. 
But as to chem­ 
ical constitution, there is very little 
difference bet ween mare’s milk and that 
of other lurg* mammals, aud any kind 
of milk will produce koumiss closely re­ 
sembling the genuine. 
Tho Tartars use 
m aryjunilk because of Clio abundance 
of horses iu comparison with other 
available milk-giving animals. 
Horses 
and Tartars have beeu constant com­ 
panions for ages, and thus it lias come 
about that Tartars became experts in 
the difficult art of milking mares and 
then invented koumiss. 
The ancient 
hootch made a fermented drink out of 
milk, but not mare’s milk, which it is 
proper to allude to here. 
The basis of 
the hootch drink was whey, which was 
prepared by keeping it buried in tho 
ground, undisturbed, for a year. 
A drink under the name of koumiss 
has been ou sale in some of the saloons 
of this city, which is prepared from a 
recipe substantially as follows : To one 
quart of milk add one tabh ‘-spoonful of 
sugar and the same of brewer’s yeast; 
when sufficiently fermented, preserve in 
strong bottles. 
Wine whey, and innumerable punches, 
and Tom and Jerries, which contain 
milk as an essential ingredient, also ore 
related to koumiss. And there are those, 
constantly increasing iii number, who 
do not allow that milk eau be imnroved 
for any useful purpose by the aadition 
•I Alcohol.—Scientific American.

Barra loid u u isn i ob Michigan Oysters. 


Half wa? from the great Saginaw salt 
wells and'Mackinaw City we passed 
through the upper half of Roscommon 
Countv. The county is too wild and un­ 
settled to have a county seat, and the 
two stations in it are simply two great 
lumber camps. 
Tho population o f the 
the county is made up of hard-working 
lumbermen and three or four rich saw­ 
mill owners. Six miles from the station, 
after riding through a pine wilderness, I 
came to Seth Powell’s house—perhaps 
the only nice house within ten miles. 
••I came over,*1 I said to Mr. Powell, 
••to see if it is true that you are raising 
oysters here in Michigan.” 
“Then you've heard about it, have 
you? Well, I guess you've struck the 
truth this time. 
I have got an oyster- 
bed in No-Mouth lake, and they seem to 
be doing well. I’ll take one of the boys, 
if you say no, and we'll drag out some 
oysters and show you.” 
No-Mouth lake, I should say, was IOO 
rods long and sixty rods wide. 
It is 
very deep at one end—I suppose sixty 
feet—while at the other it is shallow, 
with a gravel and sand bottom. One 
peculiarity about the lake is that it has 
no outlet Two bnwks run into it; but 
the water either soaks into Hie sand or 
evaporates. 
Its depth never changes. 
The whole county of Roscommon is 
situated on a divide. From the west side 
the waters run west into l^ake Michi­ 
gan; from the south side they run south­ 
erly toward Saginaw Bay; and from 
The north side they run toward Grand 
Traverse. Hie county is on the sum­ 
m it Mr. Powell and tile men rowed 
out about twenty feet from the shore, at 
the mouth of one of the brooks, iii 
water about five feet dt*op, and dragged 
up some oysters. They were as good­ 
looking oy sters as I had ever seen in 
Oyster Bay or along the Shrewsbury 
River. They were fat and healthful. 
Noticing the w ater w as salt, I was filled 
with wonder. 
•‘How came the water salt?” I asked. 
“ It is just a1'out as salt as it is at tho 
mouth of tile Shrewsbury River.” 
“ Well, oysters won't live in fresh 
water, will they?” asked Mr. Powell, 
smiling. 
“They say the ocean gets its 
salt from Hie codfish; but tills lake did 
not get its salt from the oysters.” 
“ Where did it come from ?” I asked. 
“ Well, PII tell you the history of my 
oyster raising in the centre of Michigan. 
I used to live at South Oyster Bay, ob 
Rxwg Island. 
We always used to plant 
the oysters at the mouths of the fresh 
water streams, wiiere they ran into the 
bay. An oyster wants half fresh find 
half salt water. 
Now, I found I had a 
lake here with no outlet. That is, if 
there is an outlet, it is through the sandy 
bottom. 
Now, salt won't run through 
Aand. I knew this, because we had a 
•well at South Oyster Bay in the sand 
twelve feet from the salt water, but it 
fwas always fresh. 
So, I said, if I put 


malt into this lake it win stay there. I 
can make it just like Oyster Bay, and 
keep it so. My cars, taking lumber to 
^Saginaw, hail to come back empty. Salt 
costa nothing but the pumping in Sagi- 
iw; so I dipped back fifty car-loads 
■of salt, and put it in No-Mouth I:' 
Then I sent to Smith Robinson, at South 
Oyster Bay, and had him ship me ten 
barrels of small oysters—little fellows 
JIO laxger than marbles, and some of 
them the size of peas. I put them in the 
Jake, at the mouth of the two fresh­ 
water brooks. They have grown right 
Along. Now I'm putting in some other 
salt-water fish, like clams and bluefish, 
and they’ll grow, too. If I keep my 
Hake just as ratty as Oyster Bay I know 
ghat any fish living in Oyster Bay will 
live here.” 
I “ Then you propose to set up opposi­ 
tion to the Atlantic Ocean;” I suggested. 
•‘No; bot I’m off here in the woods, 
and I want a little fun, and I want to 
abow the blamed fools in tLe world who 
talk about fish-culture that they can go 
to thunder with their theories. They 
may talk and write, but I will raise and 
eat oysters, clams and soft-shell crabs in 
Michigan.” 
••Butwhv can’t they raise oysters in 
Bait Lake, tjt&h,” I asked, “and in other 
Bait lakes?” 
“ They can, bat they don’t know how 
to do it. Salt Lake has been evaporating 
for thousands of years. 
All the salt in 
Utah valley has run into Salt Lake. 
As 
it has no outlet it keeps growing salter. 
It is too gait now—salter th aa th© ocean. 
Now they eau raise oysters in Salt Lake 
if they will plant them at the mouth of 
the H Match River, Hie fresh river that 
runs into Salt Lake. 
They want to find 
rn place where the lake is diluted by fresh 
water; and when they find a place just 
as ealt as Oyster Bay, oysters will thrive 
then, and I know i t ” 
On arriving at Hie house Mr. Powell 
gave us an oyster breakfast —raw oysters 
aa food as Blue Points, broiled oysters 
am Skewers, and fried oysters—alf from 
hie lake in the center of Michigan.—So 
Lake (Mick.) O r. Denver Tribune. 


Georgia Snake Story. 


In our boyhood we often heard of a 
hoop snake—one that, bringing its head 
and tail together, rolled over and over 
like a wagon wheel. 
It was said that 
this snake did its execution with its tail, 
that being pointed like a needle. 
We 
never had the terror of seeing one of 
Hicni, but did, when about eight years 
old see a jointed snake. The joints were 
about pix inches long. 
When alarmed 
the snake fell to pieces, the head joint 
darting off like an arrow to a place of 
concealment. 
That was the last snake 
of the kind we ever saw until quite re­ 
cently we saw a hoop-jointed snake. We 
were walking leisurely one day through 
our field. 
All of sudden we were start­ 
ed out of ourselves by something rolling 
by us which looked' like the rim of a 
buggy wheel without the spokes. When 
it passed about ten steps beyond us, in 
making an effort to turn, it accidentally 
stnick the end of a projecting rail. This 
must have alarmed it, for aul at once it 
fell to pieces, and the head joint darted 
through a crack of the fence and into 
the swamp as quickly as possible. 
Re­ 
membering the jointed snake of our 
boyhood, and that our grandfather had 
told us if we would iv at cli we would sec 
Hie head return for the joints left, as 
badly as we were scared we determined 
to watch and wait the beati’s return. Not 
unmindful that we had been told by 
them of obi time that the only protector 
from a hoop snake was to get behind a 
tree or stump on the opjKXsit© side from 
the one it was coining, we took a posi­ 
tion behind an old slump and awaited 
developments. 
It was not long before 
the beati came slowly and cautiously 
through the crack of the fence, raised 
itself to an angle of forty-five degree, 
looked in every direction, and then com­ 
menced the work of rejoining its body 
and tail to its head. 
This was soon done. 
Its next movement was to rear itself up 
perpend Uvularly, or in other words to 
stand on its tail. 
As the head went up 
we distinctly saw that each joint pos­ 
sessed india-rubber qualities, for as it 
went up. each joint became extended 
until, when the jierpendicular position 
was attained, the head was enUrely out 
of sight.- By a mathematical calcula­ 
tion we ascertained its head to be a little 
less than five miles high, when it passed 
out of sight 
Having taken its bearings 
it gradually contracted to nine feet 
It 
then made a circular dart for its tail, 
and without more ado rolled of! rapidly 
in the direction of Atlanta,—CV rn ming 
(Ga.) Clarion. 


Habit* of Siberians. 


Many of the habits and customs of 
these jieonle are very singular. 
Along 
with much rudeness and simplicity, they 
have a high degree of ingenuity. 
At 
night, for instance, an Ostaik can tell 
the time very accurately by judging the 
position of the Great Bear; and as this 
constellation is constantly varying with 
the season, the operation involves on the 
part of the Ostika a calculation of some 
magnitude. In common with all bar­ 
barous and semi-barbaric races, they 
manifest great dexterity in the use of 
weai>ons. 
In shooting small animals 
such as squirrels, hares, etc., for the sake 
of their furs, care is taken that tho ani­ 
mal shall be stnick on the head only; 
and in this the natives seldom fail, even 
though their rifles are very clumsy in 
construction. 
With the bow* and arrow, 
which is tile weapon most in use, they 
are equally dextrous. Their method of 
catching salmon, as described by a Cos­ 
sack officer who witnessed it, is peculiar. 
In marching through the country at th® 
head of a detachment, he encamped on® 
evening on the banks of a river; and on 
the following morning he observed one 
of Hic natives walk to a pool near at 
hand, into which he waded, and then 
stood motionless as a statue, his spear 
poised aloft, and his keen eye fixed on 
the water before Him. 
Not a movemen 
indicated that life inhabited the figure, 
until, with lightning rapidity, the spear 
was launched forward and as quickly 
withdrawn, a fine salmon quivering on 
its barbed point, Three Umes in tw enty 
minutes was tho operation performed, 
and each time a fish rewarded the 
native’s sic]IL 
And yet their cleverness 
is but slighUy applied to the orts of life. 
The Tungooses, for instance, use bear 
and reindeer skins to form their beds; 
but as they have never discovered the 
art of tanning, these articles when not in 
use arc buried beneath tho snow, by 
which means the hair is prevented from 
falling 
off. This 
same tribe, too, 
are remarkably improvident; they will 
consume nearly a week's provisions in 
one night, and go hungry the remaining 
six days. Over against this, however, 
must be plat*ed their detestation of rob­ 
bery, which is regarded by them as an 
unpardonable sin.—Chamber*' Journal.

Forsyth’s Fight. 
[JamesC. Biiabin, in N. V. Herald.] 
The recent severe Indian fight iu Ari­ 
zona brings to m ind General Forsyth ’n 
great battle on the Annukaree Fork iu 
the liepublican country iu INGS. It was, 
I believe, one of the bloodiest conflicts 
that ever took plooe on this continent. 
General Forsyth had been sent by 
General Sheridan to scout up the liepub 
bean River aud find out if there were any 
Indians in the country. 
His party con 
Histed of sixty white scouts, among whom 
were Sharpe, Comstock aud mauy notec 
plainsmen. They had been out 
two 
weeks and bad seen no Indians. As they 
were about to return home they struck 
very fresh trail and followed it up. One 
evening they encamped beside a little 
dry stream, near a little islaud on the Au 
nakaree Fork. In the morning 
they 
were eating their breakfast, several In 
diana dashed down from the hills and 
ran off part of their J ack ^milles. For­ 
syth was obout to follow them, when 
Sharpe, seeing tho Indians were driving 
them slowly and heading for a ravine*, 
cautioned Forsyth and asked him to call 
back the men, saying the ravine was full 
of Indians. Forsyth did as requested 
aud made for the little island, aud had 
hardly got upon it before the Indians 
came running by hundreds toward hun. 
Forming his men hastily Forsyth re­ 
ceived a desperate charge, the Indians 
passing over him. The revolvers of the 
scouts, however, soon cleared a space 
among the savages around the island, and 
lyiug flat on their faces, the white men 
dug holes in the sand with their knives 
aud tin plates, on which they had been 
eatiug their breakfast when surprised. 
Charge after charge followed, but the 
scouts fought desperately, and drove the 
ludians back each time. The ba tie last­ 
ed all day, aud closed at night with In ­ 
dians around the white men on every 
side, aud only about one hundred yards 
distant 
Lieutenant Beecher aud Dr. 
Moore had lieen killed, aud nearly one- 
half Forsyth’s scouts were 
dead 
or 
wounded. The general himself had re­ 
ceived two wounds, one in the head ana 
tile other in the leg, shattering the t»oue 
below the knee. To add to their dist ress 
aud the desiierabon of their situation, 
the men had been so suddenly driven 
tipoti the island, that they hail left in 
their camp all their provisions and nearly 
all their ammunition, which had fallen 
in lite hands of the enemy. A handful of 
coffee and a haversack of crackers was 
all they had saved. Most of the horst* 
had been shot on the islaud ami as soon 
as it was dark Forsyth began to cut them 
up and save the meat for food. D ariug 
the night the Indians made an attempt 
to get upon the island, but were repulsed 
and drew off. 
Forsyth and his men made good use of 
the short respite from twattle to strength­ 
en their defenses aud lay in a good sup­ 
ply of horse beef. 
Two scouts were sent out with instruc­ 
tions to crawl thro ugli the ludaau* lines, 
basten to fort Wallace, Bbl miles d is­ 
tant, and briug relief.

Dr. Whiting, the city health officer, 
made some statements in conversation 
with tho Gazette mau to day, the impor­ 
tance of which will be easily recognized. 
The physicians are doing a thriving 
business, and though the mortality is not 
'n any manner alarming, yet the preva­ 
lence of disease is evidence of the poor 
sanitary condition of the city. Dr. Whit 
ing 
stated 
that 
he 
had 
nearly 
a score of complaints to submit to the 
Board of Health, every one of which do 
manded immediate attention. Ho attri­ 
buted a great deal of the existing sick 
ness, to the filthy state of the sinks of 
private houses and lioteis. A number of 
vaults in every portion of tho city are 
reeking with 
tho aeon rn ululations of 
years, some not having becu cleaned, it 
is alleged for thirty years. 
Tile well wa­ 
ter, 
iu 
consequence 
is 
affected, 
the 
soil 
for 
twenty, 
thirty, 
and even more feet, being (lenneated with 
the noxious gases and odors generated by 
tho excremeutitious contents of the sinks. 
In rare instances, it is asserted the 
ground is saturated with those efiluent 
impurities from neglected vaults, and 
tho water rendered absolutely uuflt for 
use. Bad uud impure water is one of the 
most fruitful causes of nuhealth, aud its 
deleterious influence is easily recognized 
in the present state of the majority of 
wells. 
When asked what remedial measures 
he proposed to recommend, Dr. Whiting 
Mild: 
‘ I would like to have tho city council 
pass au ordinance compelling people to 
periodically clean their out houses. 
By 
placing latrines or boxed receptacles in 
the vaults, this would be an easy matter. 
The additional cost would be merely 
nominal, if iudeed some one was not pro­ 
cured who would do the work for nothing, 
in order to secure the contents for fertil­ 
izing purposes. Tho sanitation of the city 
demauds some such ordinance, aud it 
should be passed and enforce J at as early 
a day os possible. la summer, fermenta­ 
tion is more rapidly produced aud there­ 
fore tho vaults should bo cleaued out 
ofterner.” 
Mayor Croft was present at the cover- 
sat iou aud seemed to be favorably im­ 
pressed with the project. It is th erefore, 
probable that some measures will lie ad­ 
opted at the next council meeting to 
remedy the evil.
